ALLEGED VIOLATION OF 
FRONTIER. 


A report has been going about referring to & 
violation of Egyptian frontier by Turkish 
troops from Tripoli. We are authorised to‘give 
the correect version of what has actually 
oocurred. 

A Turkish frontier post stationed near 
the Gulf of Solum has recently been 
strengthened, and a strong blockhouse estab- 
lished ‘within a few yards of the frontier, 
which runs, according to the Egyptian con- 
tention, along a ridge lying parallel with the 
west side of the Bay of Solum. Ground be- 
tween this ridge and the sea has now been 
occupied by the Turks, who have built store- 
houses there and warned off the Egyptien 
Coast Guards. 

The numbers of the Turkish force have been 
much exaggerated ; they total. 4 officers and 
100 men. 


The matter is at present the subject of a 


diplomatic correspondence between the Egyp- 
tian and the Ottoman Government, and it is 
h ped a satisfactory solution will shortly be 
found. 

Bedouin troubles in the same region are 
also engaging the attention of both Govern- 
ments. It appears that the Sherat Bedouins 
were recently attacked by Sheikh Abdul Kader 
el Kuzza. A dozen of them were killed and the 
remainder took refnge among the Aulad Ali 
on the Egyptian side of the frontier. , Shortly 
afterwards the Aulad Ali, crossing for pasture 
into Turkish territory, were raided by this 
sheikh and lost 85 camels.

‘The Government has taken measures to se- 
cure the return of cattle and camels that have 
been stolen and has urged the chiefs of the 
Aulad Ali to keep their people quiet.

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WHITE SLAVE TRAFFIC. 
ACTION LN ALEXANDRIA. 


Mr. W. A. Coote, secretary of the London 

Vigilance Society, whose arrival in Egypt 
we notified a fortnight ago, was, last year, 
deputed by the International Conference 
which assembles. every year, to visit this 
covntry to enquire into the truth of the 
re presents ations made as to the necessity for 
vigorous action at Egyptian ports, for the 
repression of what is generally known as the 
white slave trathce. Asa result of his inves- 
tizations a meeting was held: at the French 
Consulate’ at Alexandria on Saturday last, 
inder the -presidency of M. Girard, the 
doyen of the Consular body, at which were 
present the British, Italian, German, Austro- 
Hungarian, Swedish and Norwegian, Danish, 
Russian, Greek, Portuguese, and Spanish 
Consuls, Mr. Freeman (British Vice-Consul), 
‘Mr. Jas. Hewat (American Consular Agent), 
Rey. Canon Ward, Rev. P. Rudolph, Major 
Hopkinson, and many others interested in 
the question. 

M. Girard briefly . introduced Mr. Coote tothe 
meeting, and in opening the latter said:—I need 
notremind youof theterriblenature ofthecrime 

referred to as the White Slave Traffic. You 
know the horrors inflicted upon innocent 
young women, of all nationalities, who, through 
fraud on the part of these traffickers, are, 
under false pretences, induced to leave their 
homes and country. In, considering this 
question we must be careful ‘to remember that 
these traffickers are not confined to one 
country or to one nationality. These white 
slave traders are men ofall nationalities ard 
all countries. As official representatives you 
are familiar with the nature of this terrible 
evil. | know, too, that you are not only keenly 
alive to the awful nature of this business, but 
have strenuously and energetically set your- 
selves to work to suppress this scandal qn 
Alexandria. Apart altogether from your action, 
it is well-known in England, that in the person 
of Major Hopkinson, the Chief of the Police, 
we have a man who is a friend of humantty, 
and who is most anxious to do everything 
possible to suppress this evil, and ready to 
work in the fullest harmony with the In- 
ternational Committees of Evrope. I want 
therefore to assure you all, consuls and officials 
of every grade, and of every nation, that | 
have not been sent to Alexandria to find 
fault with what you have done or left undoue, 
but to lay before you a plan for the formation 
of an International Committee to assist the 
authorities in every way to more elfectuauy 
deal with this question, and to work in fuil 
co-operation with the Interuatioual Com- 
mittees at present existing in Europe. 
Let me remind you that the committees in 
Europe have received the approval of the 
various Governments and the heads of the 
nations. ‘The T'sar and Tsaritza took a great 
interest in the formation of the Russian com- 
mittee, and appointed H.1.H. the -Princess 
Eugenie of Wurtemburg and H.R.H. Princess 
Helen of Saxe-Alteuburg as the first presidents, 
The acting chairman of the committee is'M. 
Sabouroff, a Minister of State, who attends’ ali 
the conferences. In Germany the Empress 
was instrumental in forming the committee 
aid appointed Count Keller, the Court Cham 
berlain, and Herr von Diercksen, . as its 
” presidents. « In Italy the committee was also 
inaugurated by the King, and his Exceliency 
the Marquis Visconti Venosta was present 
at the first meeting as representing the Govern 
ment. In Spain the committee was formed as 
a result of a spécial order issued by the King, 
and Princess Isabella is the leading member ot 
it. In Bavaria, the Princess Ferdinand yun 
Bayern is the president ot the Bavarian com- 
mittee, which is a branch of the German com- 
mittee. In Austriv Hungary the committee is 
both strong and active, and dving good work. 
I need not tell you of the sympathy of the 
‘English Government, for the movement 
originated there. ‘I'he heads of the Intervationa! 
Bureau are the Right Hon. the. Earl of 
Aberdeen, the Right Hon. the Earl of Stam- 
ford, the Right Rev. the Archbishop ot 
Westminster (Cathulic),the Right Rev. the Lord 
Bishop of London, the Right Rey. the Lord 
Bishop of Rochester, Mr. Percy W. Busting,M.A., 
Dr. H. Adler, Chief Rabbi, and the Dowager | » 
Duchess of Newcastle. T’o France the whole 
of Europe-iz indebted tor the splendid way in 
which the Government and the Internationa! 
Committee have co-operated, and have succeed- 
ed in putting this movement on a firm 
foundation. The president of the French 
Committee is M. Berenger, Senator,-and Gus- 
tav Denis, Senator, M. Louis Lepine, Prefect 
of Paris Police, M. Georges Picot, the Comtesse 
de Biron, ete; take part in the work. The 
French Government in 1902 called an Interna- 
tional Conference, at which 16 countries were 
represented by 36 delegates. At that confe- 
rence certain articles were agreed upon, dealing 
with this crime from an international point ot 
view. Previous to this conference it was impossi- 
ble to deal with these tratfickers. owing to the 
following difficulty. The crime Was commenced 
‘is one country and completed in another. As the 
crime bad not been begun and completed iu one 
country, no action could be taken by the police. 
In order to meet this difficulty those assembled 
at the Conference agreed upon Article 2, which 
says : “Every person should be liable to pun 
ishnvent who, to satisfy the passions ot others, 
procures, persuades,or induces by force,threats, 
abuse of authority, or any other mode of 
constraint, any woman or girl of full age for 
the purposes of prostitution (debauche) even if 
the acts constituting the necessary element of 
the offence are committed in different States,” 
Article 3 binds the high contracting parties ti 
propose to their respective legislatures the men 
sures necessary to punish such offences, if nut 
already existing in the national laws. Already 
France, Germany, Russia, Italy, Spain, Sweden 
and Norway, bave passed new laws dealing with 
this crime, s0 that now in Europe it is easy to

submitted for consideration, stating that this | 


was the method adopted ih England and 
other countries. For Alexandria they could be 
modified dr added to as the committee thought 
fit. , 
Mr. Coote further said that he had had 
several interviews with Baron Jacques de 
Menasce, who was confined to his house 
through ‘illness, or he would have been pre- 
sent at the meeting, and he had authorised 
him to say that he was in hearty sympathy 
with the movement, that he would join the 
vommittee,and do everything i could to assist 
in putting a stup to this evil. Mr. Coote also 
stated that he had seen M. M. Cattaui, in 
Cairo, and he had expressed his readiness to 
join the committee here. 

'He appealed earnestly to’all present in the 
uame of our common humanity, to become 
connected with the committee, that this great 
evil might be suppressed.

The following resolution was proposed by
